Protection of Slave Property in Virginia.

The Virginia Legislature has enacteda
very stringent law, with a view to more
effectually preventing the escape of slaves,
Its provisiuns and penalties are remarkaldy
severe. By it; any free person kuowingly
concerned in the slightest degree in the es-
cape - of. & .slave from any corporation or
county, upon conviction may be impriscned
not less than five nor more than ten yeurs;

‘reasonable expensesincurred in the recap-
ture; and, in tke Court’s discretion be pub-

is to be seized and forfeited tp the Common-
wealth; the fact of a slave being on' board
a vessel, to render the master liahle as
above, Any vessel owned out of the State.
employing a slave, without written consent,
to be fined $50; and a slave found on board
a vessel at night, without the writien au-
thority, to render the master liable a¢ though
aiding his escape. A free personadvising,
even, a slave 1o escape, is liable as sbove,
and a slave so advising another is to be
whipped, and sold out of the State, never
to be allowed to return. Any free white
person giving information leading to the
conviction of even an intention to advise,
or 2id the escape of a slave, is to receive
$500. And finally, aoy bridge keeper, or
other, allowing a slave to pass withouta
master's consent, ta be fined $50, and dam-
uges; in the event of the slaves escape, the
keeper 1o be lisble to imprisonment for ten
years. No whippingis to exceed thirty-
pine lashes in one day.

UnxconstiTUTIONALITY OF THE NEW
Yorx Liquon Law.—The Court of Ap-
p2als of New York has finelly decided the
unconstitutionality of the prohibitory liguor
law of that State. In the case of the Peo-
ple vs. Toynbee, Brooklyn, the Court has
affirmed the judgment of the Jower court,
which was adverse to the constitutionality
of the sesrch and seizure clause. In thp
Buffslo case—-the People vs. Wynhamer,
in which judgment was rendered by “the
lower court in favor of theconstitutionality
of the prohibitory principle, thé Court of
Appesls has reversed the judgement, thus
declaring not only the seprch. and seizure
clause, but even the general principle of
prohibition unconstitutional,

This is so
fect that ufter the lapse of 4.000 years ita
lustre is inimitable. It was formed of pure
chalk, by pounding the various species of

fossil crabs, &ec., that abound io- Egyptisn

linestone quarriea. Yellow was yellow iren
ochge, found of all possible shades in the
strata of Egypt and Nubis; oxides of irou
in their natural state, sometimesalso burn-
ed, to vary the color. Red was red earthy
bole in its natusal state—tritoxides of iron,
in which is classed the colcoter, or ‘vivlet
of vitrio).” Blue, comprising the ocostly
‘ultra-marine,’ is sometimes an oxide of
copper, frequently an oxide of iron, snd
many Egyptisn blues give oxide of cobalt,
under analysis, These artificial formations
inply extreme chemical skill. Green was
compounded of artifieial metalin blues and
natural yellow schers: and, as the blue K-
self was formed by xitrifying oxides of iron,
copper, or cobaly, with sand and soda, in
crucibles or in balls, subjected to the heat
of the furnace; and as blues and_ greens a-
bound in the paintings, even of the pyra-
raidal era, (or long before Abrebam,) this
not only explains that the Egyplians. were
well acquainted with glass in those days,
but that they knew low (o eolor it, as is
proved by relics of all kinds of cclored glasa
itseif abounding in museums, and by glasse
vases drawn on the menuments, of exquis-
its colors, produced by arts now lust,—
Black is sometimes pure bone black
—somelimes it is a bluek earth (oxide of
iron) found in Nilotic mines. ’
These eolors, in every shade, reduced to
an impslpable powder by grinding, mixed
with gum-arabio, and ‘diluted with water,
were those used by the Egyptians, sand
were applied on the subject 1o bs painted,
after the wall hadl'been coated with a layer
of stucev; prepared from gypsum, and the
colors were laid on in ordinary fresco.e—
The mummy cases hau.ulablilgod that the
ancient Egyptians also understood encqustio
paiutiog, with wax dissolved in naptha.”
